In the meantime, while these 
preparations are going on for hte ruthless 
crushing of any attempt by the strikers to 
maintain picket lines, the shippers and grow- 
ers still succeed in flooding the market with 
scab lettuce packed by strikebreakers. 

The organized labor movement in the rest 
of California has not taken energetic enough 
measure to carry out the resolution adopted 
at the State Federation of Labor Convention 
in Sacramento last month. The resolution 
called for active boycott of all lettuce not 
marked with the union label. This resolution 
has not been carried out sufficiently. Now 
the resulting situation is more serious, and 
demands broader action, » | 

In a good number of cities, including San 
Francisco, lettuce is being sold which, the 
gellers and handlers contend, is not packed in 
Salinas. However, it is a relatively simple 
thing to divert Salinas lettuce and have it 
“marked as coming from any other section of 
the state. What is needed now is a general 
boycott aaginst all lettuce in California until 
the strike is settled. 

Such a movement should be commenced 
at once by Central Labor bodies in all areas 
throughout the state, and energetically 
pushed with a popular appeal for the support 
of all shoppers. 

In this way perhaps enough pressure can 
be developed on the growers and shippers— 
and especially on the die-hard reactionary 
Associated Farmers—to force them to grant 
some concessions to the strikers.

One of the surest guarantees 
for the building of a _ strong 
Farmer-Labor Party, as a. Peo- 
ple’s Front against Fascism, is 
the existence of a strong Com- 
munist Party. 

It is now a fact accepted by 
all who see the necessity for a 
Farmer-Labor Party that in the 
factory and in the trade union 
will lie the base of such a party. 
And the building of the Com- 
munist Party in the places of 
work—the plant, the dock, the 
ship, the mine and the office, 
and in the union—is_ therefore 
of greater importance today than 
ever before. 

Why Recruiting Stressed 
In Shop and Union 

Why does the. Communist Par- 
ty consider it of primary im- 
portance to build itself, first of 
all in the place of work and in 
the trade union? 

In the factory, on the dock 
and on' the ship, are the men and 
women who by the fact that 
in their hands is the production 
of every necessity of life, are de- 
cisive in the life of the coun- 
try. 

In the unions are those men 
and women, who by the fact 
that they have seen the necessity 
to band together for struggle 
against the exploiting class, have 
therefore stepped ahead of the 
their fellow-workers in the road 
toward the final abolition of the 
entire system of capitalist exploi- 
tation. : 


They the union members) 
have, through the actions of the 
governmental forces directed 


against their unions, seen bet- 
ter than those who remain unor- 
ganized, the role of fhe capital- 
ist state. in regard to the work- 
ingclass. 

They, above all workers, have 
been attending the school of 
class-struggle experience, which 
prepares them for still further 
steps on the road torward abo- 
lition of capitalism. 

In the union ranks are to be 
found the pick of the working 
class, men and women who have 
displayed qualities of leadership, 
even though it may be on a 
small scale. 

This article cannot attempt to 
tell, in every detail, how’ Com- 
munists. should afid can recruit 
the fine’ fighting elements to be 
found in the factory, on the dock 
and ship, and in the union. It 
can only deal with certain points 
which are worth dealing with in 
view of the California recruiting 
drive. | 
The Staunchest Fighter 

The Communist Party mem- 
ber, if he is to recruit from his 
union or place of work, above 
all proves himself the staunch- 
est fighter for the grievances of 
his fellow-workers in the fac 
tory or dock; in the union he 
shows himself as above all al- 
ways on the alert towards build- 
ing and maintaining the unity of 
the trade unions. a. 
In the place of work the Com- 
munist Party member has his 
eyes and ears open for the con- 
ditions and grievances existing 
in every department of his place 
of work. He is the one who 
steers the grumbling of the 
workers around these grievances 
it be filthy wash- 
rooms, greasy floors, dust-cover- 
ed windows, or a question of 
wages and hours, into organ- 
ized channels. 

In the unorganized plant the 
Communist should be the first 
to make contact with the A.F.L,

In the union he comes forward 
with progressive ideas. 
He aims to make the union a 
class-struggle weapon; he con- 
vinces his fellow union members, 
by cold facts, by examples from 
other and progressive unions, 
what a powerful weapon the 
union can be in bringing a great- 
er measure of happiness to the 
worker and his family. 
The Communist As Progressive 
He exposes reactionary, corrupt 
or racketeering union officials. 
He does not do so in such a 
way that his union brothers and 
sisters gain the impression that 
he, who is known now, or at 
any rate will some day be 
known as a Communist, opposes 
the reactionary officials simply 
to be “again’ the government’— 
that is, against an official simply 
because he is an Official. 
He learns to distinguish be- 
tween outright corrupt union of- 
ficials and honest, but  mis- 
guided, or sincerely conservative 
officials, whose minds are open 
to progressive ideas. 
He shows in his every action 
and word that his first concern 
is to make the union strong. 
He does this by bringing new 
members into the union. He at- 
tends his union meetings regu- 
larly. He knows the parliamen- 
tary rules governing the conduct 
of union meetings; he knows his 
union’s constitution and by-laws 
from A to Z, knows how to 
conduct himself in a debate or 
discussion on the union floor, 
so that he is all the better able 
to simply convince his fellow- 
union members of his progres- 
sive ideas. i 
He begins to stand out, in the 
eyes of his fellow workers in 
the factory, dock or ship, and in 
the union, as the one who stead- 
ily fights for the aspirations and 
hopes of his fellow-workers. He 
isenever abstract in: his talk or 
action—he is concréte and sim- 
ple, and reduces all questions to 
a bread-and-butter proposition. 
The Communist in the factory, 
and in the union, gets to know 
the ideas and opinions of his 
fellow-workers, on all subjects, 
political and otherwise. 
He gets to know why they 
hold certain political views; he 
doesn’t throw up the sponge 
because his fellow-worker may 
happen to have fallen, victim to 
ideas which are hostile to work- 
ing-class interests. 

Bread and Butter Terms 
He gets to know what impels 
the worker to hold certain opin- 
ions, say in favor of capitalist 
parties, or politicians, or even. 
Fascist or semi-Fascist groups. 
He answers these ideas, not by 
hammering the worker on the 
head, not through impatience, 
but by clear, simple, logic, in the 
bread and butter terms which 
his fellow-worker readily under- 
stands. 
By conducting himself in this 
way, the Communist in the un-. 
ion and in the factory can never 
be said to be “hiding the face of 
the Party,” for he is carrying 
out the Party. program; he is 
winning his fellow-workers to 
the Party program, and when he 
is known, as he must someday 
be known, as a Communist, his 
fellow-workers see in him, the

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Shall He Say He’s Communist? 

It is an elementary fact that 
if the Communist Party mem- 
ber goes on year after year, in 
his place of work or in his un- 
ion, letting no one know he is 
a Communist, he is not going to 
be able to recruit workers to the 
Communist Party. 

There is of course no need for 
‘the Communist in the factory or 
union to shout to anyone and 
everyone that he is a Commun- 
ist. That is needless exposure 
and only makes it easier for the 
employer, or the reactionary un- 
ion official to eliminate the most 
progressive person in the shop 
or union, the one who will make 
more trade union members in 
the shop or more progressives in 
the union. 

It: would be foolish to say in 
an article, speaking for every 
case, when a Communist should 
come out as a Communist, when 
he should not and how long he 
should not. 

Circumstances are different in 
each union, and in each place of 
work. - 

But the workers sooner or later 
must know that there is a Com- 
munist in the shop or in the 
union, if the workers are to be 
brought closer to the Communist 
position and into the Communist 
Party. 

And there should be no such 
thing as a Communist, for an 
unending long period, hiding his 
identity from everyone in the 
shop or union. Some of the most 
trustworthy workers can _ be 
safely told within a _ reasonable 
period that the Communist is a 
Communist Party member. 

How To Recruit - 

The Communist in the factory, 
on the dock or ship who hasn’t 
recruited new Commuhists year 
after year is no real Communist. 

How does a Communist go 
about recruiting to the Party, 
how long does he wait before 
approaching workers to join? 

He paves the way for it, as 
has b2en said, by showing him- 
self as the constant upholder and 
reflector of the workers’ desires 
and hopes, by building the union 
in the unorganized and the or- 
ganized place of work both. He 
gains the confidence of his fel- 
low-workers. He sees that they 
get appropriate Party literature 
—and tries to fit that literature 
to the particular issues, both in 
the shop and union and in gen- 
eral, which are agitating the 
workers at the moment. He.-util- 
izes the Western Worker, mark- 
ing items of special interest. He 
of course gets the literature in 
the workers’ hands by ‘using his 
judgment as to the situation in 
the plant or union. 

Having talked with them, so- 
cialized with them, shown that 
he is but one of them, that what 
he stands for and fights for is 
what they stand for and want, 
he has gotten to know who are 
the readiest. for recruitment as 
Communists. He takes the best 
contacts to Party meetings, af- 


- Communists have the fullest 
faith in the masses of workers. 
They cannot, having won work- 
ers closer to the Party position, 
express sueh ideas as ‘“‘So-and-So 
agrees with us, but he’d never 
make a good Communist, he’s 
too dumb,” or “she’s too eld” or 
“too young,” or ‘teo slow to 
learn,” or “still has screwy ideas 
about this or that’—some single 
point like religion, for instance. 
Workers don’t,have to be any- 
where near full-fledged theoreti- 
cians to be ripe for recruitment 
into the Party. Workers can’t 
all display the same degree of 
alertness to learn, or the same 
degree of energy to act. But 
when they have become con- 
vinced ,of the correctness of the 
Communist program as a whole, 
they are ready to ie the Party.

weapon. That is why the workers in every union are beginning 
to look with suspicion on anyone who attacks the Communists.

ON SPAIN 


QUESTION: What is the back- 
ground and policy of the P.O. 
U.M.? 

ANSWER: The P.O.U.M (Par 
tido Obrero de Unificacion Marx- 
ista) or Workers Party of Marx- 
ist Unity .was formed about a 
year ago in Spain as a coalition 
between the followers of Andres 
Nin and Joaquin Maurin. Nin 
is the former leader of the Trot- 
zkyites who was denounced by 
frotzky when he refused to en- 
ter the Spanish Socialist Party 
per instructions by Trotzky to 
his followers in all countries. 
Maurin was. expelled from the 
Spanish Communist Party for 
opportunism to the “right.” 

The P.O.U.M. signed the Peo- 
gle’s Front Pact on January 16th, 
1936, but reversed its position 
4 month later and denounced the 
People’s Front bitterly. Since 
then, it has devoted most of its 
energy to denouncing the Span- 
‘sh Communists and the Spanish 
People’s Front. ar the last 
month, hdwever, ’has again 
nade a significant ae in pol- 


icy. 


Riecent Change 

When the Anti-Fascist Militia 
“ommittee; of Catalonia was 
formed, the P.O.U.M. had one 
member on the committee but 
refused to have anything to do 
with the Catalan government or 
the People’s Front. On Septem- 
ber 27th, the Anti-Fascist Mili- 
tia Committee voluntarily dis 
banded arid in_ its stead was 
formed a real People’s Front 
government in Catalonia in full 
charge of the Republicans, anar- 
cho-syndicalists, Unified Social- 
ists (affiliated with the Commun- 
ist International) and one mem- 
ber of the P.O.U.M., Andres Nin.

BERLIN.—What Hitler’s Nur- 
emberg speech will mean to the 
German people in lower stan- 
dards of living, was proved in 
Hitler’s own words, in_ the 
Deutsche Volks Zeitung, illegal 
anti-Fascist newspaper, as fol- 
lows: 

“Any material increase of 
crops is. impossible’—Hitler.

So 
full of double meaning—evident- 
ly still afraid of the people, and 
quite correctly.)

Barring fresh meat, the food had reached the stage where it 


was almost fit to eat, but meat 


was to be the big problem. We 


had barrels of weiners, tripe, pigs’ feet, beef tongues, etc., stacked 


all over the place. 


After much fuss, they 
agreed to have deer meat deliv- 
ered by: boat from Southeastern 
Alaska after June 15th. 

In the meantime we _ were 
forced to eat all of this canned} 
and pickled meat. You ask why 
they did not bring enough fresh

: meat? 


Tore Out Refrigerators 

- The answer is that on land 
they had no refrigeration. The 
refrigerator on the boat, I was 
told, were so small that if you 
hung up a side of beef in it you 
would not be able to close the 
door. 


And here we have a glaring 
éxample of capitalistic greed. 
The S. S. Glacier was a U. &. 
Navy Supply ship; in fact it was 
a floating refrigerator. Even 
the name Glacier implies as 
much. When it was sold to pri- 
vate interests, they ‘began to tear 
out the refrigerating apparatus. 

They were so zealous that they 
did not stop until it was all torn 
out. Why? To make more car- 
go space for more profits, and 
we had to éat pickled pigs’ feet 
on this account, all the time the 
government was burying the 
pork chops and the hams in the 


| ground, 


Didn’t Want to Pay 

Another instance: There was 
the bay, just alive with fish. 
There were 150-odd fishermén 
and for the first 25 days we only 
had fish once or twice. Why? 
Because they would have to pay 
the fishermen to fish. A couple 
of fishermen did go out three 
or four times and the fish 4al- 
ways went to the fishermen’s 
camp or the beach gang. Once 
that I can remember they 
brought some to our camp. Not 
that they did not want to give 
us any fish, but the company 
would not send a boat out for 
our camp. 

But I’m getting ahead of the 
story.

Vandeleur T. Told How

In Debt 


MARTINEZ—After listening to 
the telling of conditions of Con- 
tra Costa: “County workers, con- 
ditions so tragic ‘that they could 
not be ignored, Secretary Ed- 
ward Vendeleur of the State 

Vederation of Labor promised to 
"use all his influence and office 
to correct such conditions. 

Vandeleur was speaiing be- 
ore the: executive board of the 
Contra Costa Trades and Labor 
Counci] Wednesday night, Oct. 
14th. He promised to arrange 
for a representative of the Coun- 
cil to present the Contra Costa

Patrick J. Lydon, special or- 
ganizer of the council, ‘told the 
executive board and distinguish- 
ed visitors of numerous indus- 
tries paying 20 cents an hour, of 
others: paying 30 cents a day and 
still ‘others paying nothing ex- 
cept board and room. 

Example of Peonage 

Asking for specific instances, 
Vandeleur was told of several, 
including a brickyard where em- 


|ployees last year received no 


payment except board and room. 


| Brother Hocking, delegate from 


the Mine, Mill and Smelter Un- 
ion, verified the statement of 
Brother Lydon, as did Brother 
Calicura, vice-president of the 
State Federation. 

Von Telldrop also told how 
paroled prisoners from the state 
penitentiaries, unable to obtain 
work, are forced to obtain em- 
ployment at this plant, how their 
time is lengthened or shortened 
as the whim of the boss may 
dictate, and how several employ- 
ees had their time extended be- 
yond that of their real prison 
sentence.

Georges Sedoul, L’Humanite 
correspondent, was shot for lis- 
tening to a news broadcast from 
Madrid. Guy de Maziere, another 
French correspondent, was lined 
up and felled before the firing 
squad.

Below is a resolution passed 
by a mass me®:ing under the 
auspices of the East Bay Scotts- 
boro Defense, Council in Oak- 
nd, The resolution is. being 
mailed ‘to all Negro organiza- 
Jus n the Last Bay. 

Recounts the Frameup 

Ihe resolution follows: 

WHEREAS, nine innocent Ne- 
sro boys have been held in Ala- 

.ma jails, subjected to the bru- 
ality of lynch-minded $s sheriffs 
and their deputies, on framed-up 
charges of rape; and 

WHEREAS, one of the white 
girls on whose charges they 
were arrested has entirely repu- 
diated the charge; and 

WHEREAS, Judge E. Horton 
in granting a new trial to Hey- 
wood Patterson, one of the de- 
fendants, has conclusively, shown 
that the charges are completely 
without foundation; and 

Still Persecute 

WHEREAS, despite the evident 
mnocence of these’ boys, the 
Alabama officials still persist: in 
their efforts to hang them, in or- 


der to terrorize the Negro peo-, 


ple and to hold back the united 
struggle of Negro and white 
workers for their release and 
for better conditions generally; 
now therefore be it 

RESOLVED that we, people of 
Oakland assembled in defense of 
the Scottsboro Boys, demand of 
Governor Bibb Graves of Ala- 
bama that all the Scottsboro 
Boys be immediately and uncon- 
ditionally released, and of Lieu- 
tenant Governor Thomas Knight, 
special prosecutor of the Scotts- 
boro Boys, that he immediately 
move for the dismissal of all 
charges against the boys.

“Labor in the United States must guard against the 
flattering offers of Government, no matter how attractive 
temporarily. Labor must maintain its indepenitence.” 

Which were just about the identical words used in San Pedro 
in arguing against the idea of a Farmer-Labor Party. 


This is of course not to say that those who aitrued in this 
vein at the Federation convention are Fascists, as Landon is, but 
to point out to all sincere maritime workers who swallow this 
typically syndicalist idea, the dangers of. their arguments. 


Yes, Landon doesn’t want to see a Labor Party. He wants 
politics to remain in the hands of the old-party politicians, so 
that Landon’s open-shop backers may continue to use the police, 
militia, the courte, and tke legislative es ee against organized 
labor.

A DIRTY HOAX 
TO GET SCABS 


Ine rted False Ads 
In Drouth Area Press 
F or “Mer Wanted”’ 


SEATTLE — Mysterious ads 
have! been appearing in middle- 
western papers, reading “WANT- 
ED—Five thousand laborers at 
Seatttle, Washington. High 
'Wages.” 3 

Hundreds of men from the 
drouth-stricken areas of the mid- 
dle West came here in- answer. 
They came to Seattle and found: 
no such jobs existed. 

At transient headquarters of 
the Dept. of Public Welfare a 
survey was made and it was 
found the ads had brought the 
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Many of them showed. clip-. 
pings from Kansas, Iowa and 
Nebraska papers with the ads. 

It is believed the open-shop 
Industrial Council had a lot to 
do with the insertion of the ads, 
with the waterfront situation in 
mind. 

The. open-shoppers wanted a 
big surplus of able-bodied, unor- 
ganized workers on hand, for use 
as strikebreakers if a waterfront 
lockout or strike developed. 

Some of them had come 2000 
miles. They were all bitter at 
the dirty trick.

For State Charter 
In Agriculture 


Organization of the agricultur- 
al workers of California has been 
a burning necessity for years, 
and the following resolution 
passed at the recent California 
Federation of Labor convention 
recognizes this: - 

WHEREAS, Agriculture, the 
largest industry in the State, is 
still unorganized, and its peculiar 
make-up necessitates special con- 
sideration on the part of the 
State Federation to organize, and 
WHEREAS, Agriculture is 
statewide in scope, and is sea- 
sonal and localized® by crops, 
compels the bulk’of its workers 
to migrate, covering the.:entire 
State and sometimes into’ adja- 
cent states, during a session of 
eight or nine months, and 
WHEREAS, The workers en- 
gaged in agriculture and its nu- 
merous branches require little 
or no skill, therefore be it 
RESOLVED, That the. State 
Federation of Labor, assembled 
September, 1936, petition the 
American Federation of Labor to 
grant an International charter for 
agriculture: covering all workers 
in the production of farm pfo- 
ducts ahd the processes of man- 
ufacturing to a consumable pro- 
duct; and further be it 
RESOLVED, That pending the 
establishment of an International 
Union a statewide Federal char- 
ter be asked for California to 
cover all field workers engaged 
in agriculture. 


Nolan “Shuffled

WHEREAS, It is known that 
corporations and managers pos- 
sess and maintain arms, such as 
machine guns, ga$ ‘bombs, rifles 
and other war eqiipment, solely 
for the purpose of. intimidating 
threatening and even killing in- 
dustrial and other workers when 
strikes, walk-outs and other la- 
bor disputés occur; and 

WHEREAS, Such war: equip- 
ment should only be possessed 
by constituted authority such‘ as 
the police, State militia and ,the 
United: States Army; and 


WHEREAS, Possession of such |}! 


arms by. a private corporation 
and associations other than con- 
stituted authority of the United 
States constitute a menace to 
society and péace within our na- 
tion, as well as undermining the 
democratic institutions of our 
government, therefore be it ._— 

RESOLVED, That this Thirty- 
seventh Annual] Convention of 
the State Federation of Labor 
in the State of California. go on 
record as being emphatically op- 
posed to such private possessions 
of arms; and it further 

RESOLVED, That this Conven- 
tion shall stand pledged to ad- 
vocate and promote legislation 
both State and Federal which 
will make it unlawful for any 
corporation or industrial man- 
agement to possess any weapons 
of offense such as rifles, ma- 
chine guns, gas bombs or any 
other weapons designed to do. 
bodily harm to any citizen of the 
United States.
